Union Leaders Will Discuss 
Labor Legislation Wednesday 



On Wednesday evening the Stu- 
dent Labor Club is sponsoring the 
last in its series of forums on topics 
of current Interest. The subject 
will be "The Labor Scene: Ottawa 
and Quebec," and the speakers will 
be Mr. Kent Rowley of Uic Ameri- 
can Federation ot Labor. Election 
of the club executive for the com- 
ing session will be held. The meet- 
ing is scheduled to take place at 
8.15 p.m., in the Grill Room of tht: 
Union. 

Mr. Desaulniers has long been 
active in. Quebec Labor circles. He 
has often acted as legal counsel for 
the Quebec Canadian Congress of 
Labor and C.I.O. unions, and also 
for several International A.F. of L. 
Unions. His address will deal with 
the Quebec labor scene, and he will 
pay special attention to the labor 
bills which were recently passed 
in the Quebec Legislature and 
whose constitutionality Is now be- 
ing contested in the courts by the 
C.C.L. Mr. Desaulniers will ex- 
plain the significance of the unity 
of all Quebec labor organizations 
in their opposition to Quebec Labor 
Bills Nos. 2 and 3, and will also at- 
tempt to clarify the issues around 
the recent Montreal Tramway 
strike. 

Kent Rowley, who is the Inter- 
national Reprcsenlalive ot the 



United Textile Workers of America 
(A.F. of L.> is at present leading the 
fight of the textile workers at 
Montreal, Valleyfield and Sorel for 
union recognition and higher wage 
rates. He was Instrumental In 
building the U.T.W. Into the organ- 
ization it is today, and is now en- 
Kiigcd in deliberations with the 
Quebec and National War Labor 
Boards. Mr. Rowley will discuss 
the new Federal Labor Code — it's 
history, implications and prospects. 
He will also give some information 
on the events leading up to the re- 
cent application ot his union for 
permission to hold a strike vote in 
Quebec's textile mills.' 

An executive member stated: "It 
is very essential for all students to 
become acquainted ../with recent 
Federal and provincial , labor legis- 
lation, and the attitude ot the Can- 
adian Labor movement This meet- 
ing will give 'students an opportu- 
nity to obtain information from two 
labor leaders who have made care- 
ful studies of present conditions 
and whose day to day work gives 
them a clear picture of the feelings 
of Canadian' workers."

A book collection campaign la 
being inaugurated by the Stu- 
dents yCar Council, which asks 
all students to bring their con- 
tributions of books and maga- 
zines to the Union, which will 
act as the collection centre for 
the whole Campus. This cam- 
paign was decided upon after 
the War Council received an ap- 
peal from the Montreal War 
Services Co-ordinating, Council, 
for further contributions of 
reading matter for the armed 
forces. 

The t>-pe of reading material in 
greatest demand by the troops con- 
sists of novels and magazines of 
the "Digest" type, it was staled, 
since any magazine devoted to cur* 
rent affairs may be out date when 
it reaches its final destination. 
All Contributions Welcome 
The War CouncU stated that all 
students were asked to bring a con- 
tribution however smalL It would 
not be feasible to hold another book 
drive similar to that held in the 
fall, owing to the uncertainty of 
the weather, and the proximity of 
final examinations. 

To illustrate the. need for more 
books for the armed forces, the War 
Council quoted excerpts from a 
letter received from ihe War Ser- 
vices Co-ordinating Council: 
Hi Million Publications 
". . . Since the establishment of 
the (Book and Magazine) Depot, 
nearly a million and a half care- 
fully-selected publications have 
been sent to members of the Armed 
Forces.

Rumors of chicanery at a recent 
Women's Union election have been 
spreading round the campus. At a 
recount held on Friday night. It was 
found thai 40 more votes had been 
cast than there were names checked 
off on the lists. These are the facts 
of the case, as complied from re- 
ports received from members of the 
executive and from neutral ob- 
ser\'ers. 

The elections for the position, of 
president of the Women's Union, 
and president of the M.W.S.A.A., 
were conducted without set written 
rules, since there is no clause in the 
constitution of the Women's Union, 
regulating the procedure to be fol- 
lowed at elections. The rules used 
were customary. Students were not 
asked to sign the voters' lists, and 
according to bystanders, these lists 
were handled rather carelessly by 
the people in charge. Moreover, the 
ballots were lying loose on the table, 
and the room was extremely crowd- 
ed. Some people were brought in 
in blocks, and according to reports, 
open electioneering was carried on 
around the polls. 



When the names of the successful 

candidates, Dixie Andrews and 
Merclie Cayford, were announced, 
the rumors began to spread. Many 
girls according to reports were 
heard to say that they had voted 
twice or more. A recount was held 
on Friday. Representatives of all 
candidates were present, and with 
them, an Impartial witness. They 
found that 40 extra votes had been 
cast. 

However, since both candidates 
had a majority of well over 40 
votes, the executive decided that a 
re-count N^as unnecessary. 

Earlier In the elections, according 
to statements received from various 
reliable sources, irregularities were 
reported, such as the loss of one 
nomination, by one of the persons 
in charge of canvassing for signa 
turcs. A second nomination, for the 
same candidate, but for the other 
position, was abandoned for lack of 
supporters, stated the same source. 

A statement on 'the whole matter 
has been Issued by the Executive of 
the Women's Union.

To Be Basis ■^^f■:ih^^p 
For Amendment 



Â series of recommendations, 
which "should be embodied as 
the basis of an amendment" to 
the Women's Union constitution, 
and which are designed to avoid 
any electoral difficulties such as 
prevailed at the recent Women's 
Union elections, have been made 
known to The Daily in an offi- 
cial statement by Marjories 
Cross, president of the Women's 
Union, last night. The sugges- 
tions will be presented to the 
annual meeting of the Union 
which will take place on March 
23, according to the announce- 
ment. 

"It was brought to the attention 
of the Women's Union on Friday 
that several women students had 
been heard to claim that they had 
voted more than once at the elec- 
tions on the previous, day. It was 
therefore felt that a complete in- 
vestigation should be made. This 
was carried out at the McGill 
Union with representatives of each 
candidate plus one impartial stu- 
dent present, and upon rechecking 
the votes against the lists ot voters, 
a considerable discrepancy was 
found. Serious as this is,l^|jdligi 
crepancy did riot lUfect thè^mSÎl?' 
of the elections as reported Thurs- 
day evening, so that the executive 
felt justified in not re-opening 
elections. They suggest the follow- 
ing recommendations to be carried 
out by the future executiyes,^thus 
avoiding any possible recurrence ot 
this situation. 

Xominatlons Receipted 

"(a) That nomination sheets be 
handed to a member of the Wom- 
en's Union executive at a given 
time in the Women's Union office, 
and that a receipt be given to the 
student presenting the nominatiou.

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Election Dispute 



Last Thursday was election day on the 
McGill campus. 

On Friday, tevcral vicious rumors were 
being circulated, rumors attacking the 
validity of the women's elections. Accord- 
ing lo these rumors some people were ask- 
ed to vote twice, others were brought over 
to the polls to vote en bloc. Such serious 
insinuations obviously could not be allow- 
ed to go unanswered. 

Subsequent investigation proved tlial, 
although the actual choice of neither the 
Women's Union President nor M.W.S.A.A. 
President was affected by any irregularity 
in procedure which may have occurred, 
since the successful candidates in both 
cases held a decisive majority in any event, 
nevertheless a sizable discrepancy became 
apparent in ciiccking the number of ballots 
against tiie^jsLs -of voters. 

Whctlîcfi.ïliisr discrepancy was caused 
by the fact' that some forty-odd names 
were not checked on the lists as the bal- 
lots were received, or whether these ballots 
were actually illegal is a point which can- 
not now be satisfactorily established. . 

It should be understood from the start 
that this criticism is in no way, nor even 
by implication, levelled at the integrity of 
the present Women's Union Executive. 
Such rcsopnsibility as they must shoulder 
is entirely that of lack of organization 
which admittedly existed in the handling 
of iht elections. 

Since the results of both elections je- 
main unchanged when the questionable 
votes have been discounted, it was decided 
not to hold a re-election. An equally ser- 
ious problem, however, remains with us: 

Tiicse elections should be so run that 
they arc imirapeacliable. There should be 
no room for ciucstion in the njind of a 
single student as to whether or not her 
candidate was accepted or rejected in all 
fairness. The immunity of the elections 
from attack should be protected by writ- 
ten regulations concerning the methods by 
which they are to be run. 

For this reason, it does not seem fair 
to ug to lay the blame for this deplorable 
{Situation wholly at the feet of the present 
Women's Union Erçeeutivc. In the complete 
absence from the Women's Union Consti- 
tution of anything remotely resembling 
rules for the epncluet of èlecliôfts, they 
coyld only adopt rules of precedent, which 
have been proved by . the èvents of last 
Thursday to be hopelessly inadequate. 

When, as has now happened, it becomes 
manifest that in the existing scheme of 
things, a situation as shocking as that 
which occurred last Friday or, quite con- 
ceivably, an even more harmful situation, 
may arise over apy election, then we think 
it is high time the women students de- 
manded a codification of rules to govern 
elections. ^. 

Entirely, aside from the question of 
whether or not such flagrant illegalities as 
repeated voting by onci individiial (lid'oo- 
cur in last Thursday's election, remains 
the fact that this contingency certainly ex- 
isted in view of the manner in which the 
tèchnicàlitles of voting were handled. In- 
stead of one's ballot being issued to each 
student as she signified her intention of 
voting, A loose pile of baljots .vas avaiN 
tWe to any and all comers. Surely even 
precedent should have been overruled by 
common sense ia this particular instance. 



MRVs Production of Vut of the Frying Pan' 
Is Fine Farce — Sherwood Drama at 
YMHAt^CAUC Show Good Fan

"Out of the Frying Pan" Is without doubt 
the MRT's play of the year. John Mcllor's cast 
knows Its play well, and cavorts about the 
stage in the full Intent o{ enjoying itself, to 
the incidental but considerable entertainment 
of the audience. The performance has pace and 
polish, wit and reality, and to mate John Hoare's 
Guy Street company has hardly approached a 
production of like excellence. 

Herbert Rose,, who plays George, is the 
ringleader ot the £cneral hilarity; he is a 
natural comedian- and handles himself well— 
bccaslonally at the expense of the play, but 
the audience rarely If ever objects. His ges- 
tures and facial expressions integrate with hia 
lines to form a zany but not incredible char- 
acter, and he tosses off his scenes with a care- 
lessness which all but conceals a nicely detailed 
approach. 

Carmen Silveira is Kale Ault. no more, no 
less; which Is to say that she Is no more and 
no less than a very accomplished actress. With- 
out losing a grain of comedy, she maintains a 
contrast of depth and underlying seriousness 
which effectively balances the play in full 
flight, so to speak. And Stella Sprowell, who 
does Marge Benson, manages some very good 
scenes with the play's scanty sincere emotion. 
Nellie Smith's Mrs. Garnet is a little gem, 
pleasant, careful, thorough, and impishly well 
timed. 

John AveriU carries Norman's weighty re- 
sponsibility of holding the play together, and 
without loosening that grip for an instant turns 
In a very fine Job as well. His interpretation 
of the character hu grown immeasurably since 
his first try at it, and his performance is, with 
Miss Silvera's, the most satisfactory of the piece. 

Gwen Ford as Dottie Coburn and Miriam 
Lunn as Muriel Foster put further strain on a 
critical vocabulary for adjectives of praise. 
Both belong beyond question in the parts they 
play, acting with capability and evan some re- 
straint, and making excellent contributions to 
the overall effect. John Evely occasionally 
overdoes Mr. Kenny with over-superficial 
bluster, but comes down to the general level 
to take full advantage of such lines and situa- 
tions as the second-act curtain. Douglas Mil- 
som Is good as Mr. Cobum, though a little 
rough and unsure at some points; a few more 
performances will bring this to naught. Gordon 
Pfelffer Jr. Is awkward and uneven as Tony 
Dennlson, losing the effect of many of his best 
lines by misdirected emphasis and style. George 
Woods and Walter Jackson are the long but 
weak arm ot tho law. 

John Mellor's admirable direction Is aided 
to no small degree by John Mellor's admirable 
set, with excellent lighting by Mr. Averlll. The 
play, which continues each evening this week 
and Saturday afternoon as well, is highly and 
sincerely to be recommended.

On Friday and Saturday evenings last. No. 
2 C.^.U.C. presented 'This Ain't The Army" In 
Moyse Hall. This production furnished many 
laughs and was enjoyed by all. 

The program was featured in two acts: the 
first one included an overture by the C.A.U.C. 
orchestra, an octet of soldier-musicians under 
the able direction of Cpl. Roy Dohn whose ar- 
rangement ot the musical score included a 
selection of his own composition. The over- 
ture was frequently interrupted by humorous 
Incidents which finally reduced the band mem- 
bership to seven and sent one member, who 
persisted In mis-cuelng, away In tears. This 
particular incident provided much entertain- 
ment. Next on the program was a skit entitled 
"Induction" which portrayed the reception and 
consequent treatment of enlistees. Following 
this was a novel type of entertainment by one 
members ot tho cast who paraded as a shy 
character in the process of telling a Joke. 

Several of the cast next presented a skit 
entitled "Camp Here. P.Q." which pictured 
trainees at drill. The scenes that followed were 
of the type that drive most drill sergeants to 
tears. Included in the skit were renditions ol 
old songs by a harmonious quartet. 

The second act commenced with a medley 
of popular tunes by the orchestra and two 
selections by its pianist, L. Cpl. Plcsley which 
were received with great applause. The feature 
presentation of the evening, a comedy entitled 
"This Ain't The Army," conUributed greatly to 
the welUbalanced program. Individual talent 
was displayed in the opening scene. A preci- 
sion squad was next put through its pace's, and 
finally a classroom scene was reproduced 
which afforded much humor. The choir per- 
formed admirably in its rendition of Men of 
Harlech In the first- act and John Peel, together 
with an original composition, This Ain't Thé 
Army, in the second act. 



Again, apart from the potentialities for 

illegal voting which certainly were pre- 
sent, there occurred definite breaches of 
what may be termed 'the etiquette of an 
election" as opposed to hard and fast rules.

Electioneering', if not always commendable, 
is at least permissible before an election, 
but on .the 4ay of tho election it should be 
taboo. 

Wonien students can and must demand 
and seè fair play in their elections. ..The, 
pettiness and sn^all-tlmo politics e.xhiDl[ted 
in so many facets of the recent elections 
arc unworthy of women whosé men are 
fighting for freedom. The men of our arm 
ed forces are not fighting to preserve our 
rights to haggle over personalities and to 
squabble among ourselves.

The scene is a tchoolhouse near Thermopy- 
lae. German guns rumble a scant kilometer 
away, as Dr. Karllo Vlachos, famed Athenian 
neurologist and Nobel prize-winner, receives 
word of his son's death on the Macedonian 
frontier. This Is the last shattering blow in 
the life of a scientist who, though originally a 
pacifist, eventually came to embody the age- 
old spirit of democracy which his countrymen 
first taught the world in that self-same spot 
over two thousands years ago. Thus does the 
Y.M.H.A. production of Sherwood's play, "There 
ShaU Be No Night", reach Its most telling 
scene; one in which . the reading ot Pericles' 
funeral oration is dramatically highlighted by 
a Polish officer's recollection of his wife's hor- 
rible fate at the hands ot the conquerors of 
Warsaw. • _ 

Supported by an adequate cast, Charles 
Lewis as Dr. "Vlachos, Fran Lee Malls as his 
American wife Mirandal and Gordon Light- 
stone as an American reporter and radio com- 
mentator, arc all most effective in the final 
tragic moments of the play, although somewhat 
drab In the earlier scenes. Top honârs among 
the supporting cast go to Isofael Wclnrauch, 
who makes the deeply patriotic Eleni Rhalles, 
sweetheart of Philip Vlachos, come to lite with 
a vengeance. Unfortunately the few moments 
in which the tragically beset young lovers be- 
tray their feelings towards each other are some- 
what bashfully underdone. -.cJ^^'i- 

The expected villain, Dr. Zrienunsrai German 
consul at Athens and anthropologist of note, is 
most effectively characterized, both in appear- 
ance and in portrayal, by Charles Garber, whose 
subtle sadism touches off the thorough exposi- 
tion of Nazi thought and technique with which 
he unconsciously trees his scientific friend, 
Vlachos, from a previously Ijampering pacifism. 

We cannot end this review without mention- 
ing the scene which wc most appreciated for its 
terrific understatement, tor its minimum ot 
words and maximum ot acting: the one laid In 
Dave Corween's hotel-room, into whioh Miranda 
Vlachos comes with the news of her son's 
death-bed marriage. The telling silences of 
this passage in the play contrast extremely 
favorably with the long-wlndcd political mono- 
logues which take up so much of the earlier 
scenes.

AT THE ORPHEUM 

Varying just a title — a very 
lltle— from the pattern design- 
ed in the early days ot the 
silent westerns. "In Old Okla- 
homa''^ playing the Orpheum 
this week, substitutes an oil 
derrick for a corral, and goes 
Into action. Simple cowboy 
John Wayne gets on the side 
of the Indians to save their re- 
serve from ruthless oil tycoon 
Albert Dekker, likewise ireseu- 
Ing pretty former-school-teach- 
er - now - twentieth - century - 
novelist Martha Scott from the 
evil designs ot the sophisticated, 
smooth-tongued villain. There 
are Indians galore around this 
pioneer oil town. Thm are 
guns and a saloon and a quaint 
old native character. And there 
Is a fight, which the parUcl- 
pants skilfully managed to steer 
Into every bit of furniture, 
every window, every dish and 
every pot, and from which they 
manage to survive completely 
unscathed and unmarked. 
Something which has always 
amazed us. But it all comes 
right in the end. And somehow 
wc liked it, in spite ot having 
seen it all before. 

The Andrews Sisters, In the 
second feature, arc good, as 
usual. WiUi the asistance, for 
the sake of the plot and a few 
songs, of Harriet HlUiard, they 
contort their voices and their 
faces into producing enjoyable 
comedy with only a minimum 
of slapstick. As not rarely hap- 
pens, we enjoyed this more 
than the main feature. 

Ail In all a pleasant program 
requiring no great intellectual 
or emotional concentration to 
while away an evening. Good 
for pre-cxams. —J. L.

AT THE PRINCESS 

"Hostages," a Paramount pic- 
ture, sUrrlng Louise Rainer, 
William Bendix. Paul Lukas, 
and Arturo dcCorva, 

One of the best — certainly 
one ot. the most entertaining-^ 
"underground" dramas to date. 
Unusual in many respects, this 
Princess hcadliner, "Hostages" 
introduces many refreshing 
angles and new characteriza- 
tions in the greatly overwork- 
ed field of cinematic war epics. 
. . t The cast includes such 
"greats" as the 1943 Oscar win- 
ner, Paul Lukas; Hollywood's 
wonder boy of the year, Wil- 
liam Bendix; and drama actress 
Louise Rainer— all stellar in 
quality and brilliant in perfor- 
mance. 

The plot deals with only one 
Incident, that of a group of hos- 
tages held to avenge the sus- 
pected murder of a vanished 
Nazi officer, but the imbroglio 
which results is intriguing 
enough to effortlessly carry the 
"whole show. . . . One of the 
hostages Is an Imbeclble wash- 
room attendant (William Ben- 
dix); another is a Laval-faced 
collaborationist (Oscar Hom- 
loka); . while the rest are inno- 
cent citizen*. But the Gestapo 
doesn't realizo: the value ot its 
catch; tor the seemingly harm- 
less attendant who is forever 
sprouting humorous, country- 
bred anecdotes is the under- 
ground leader. Bendix's escape, 
while a clever bit of plot ma- 
neuvering, is almost hilarious 
in result and proves that com- 
cdy.^^when . properly handled, 
c'nhanccs, rather than spoils the 
dramatic effect of "heavy" epics. 

"Henry Aldrlch Haunts a 
House" starring Jimmy Lydon, 
completes the programe.— F.C. 

AT THE PALACE 
Laughs and suspense are gen- 
erously supplied in "His But- 
ler's sister", starring Deanna 
Durbin, Franchot Tone and Pat 
O'Brien, now being held over 
for the second week at the Pal- 
ace'. The picture is another step 
in the^rlght-studded advance of 
Deanna to the star-glazed act- 
ing horizon. In her po'rtrayal of 
a small-town girl with * am- 
bitions of a singing career her 
naturallness is- unmistakable. 
She has less of a singing role 
than usual; rather the emphasis 
is on her acting ability on which 
wc must conunend producer 
Frank Borzagc; for it brings the 
real, sincere, Deanna Durbin to 
light.

Foreign Policy 

Perhaps this column was in error 
last week in speaking of the thrco 
most important aspects of the 
Speech from the Ihrone and neg- 
lecting Prime Minister King's an- 
nouncement on foreign policy. Cer- 
tain it is that around Ottawa, the 
gossip is plentiful and the comments 
many on the subject 

Tlie particular reference in the 
Speech from the Throne to the ad- 
dress by Lord Halifax In Toronto 
is not, It would appear, to be taken 
too seriously. The address given at 
that time merely served to precipi- 
tate the Uking up of a stand which 
would almost certainly have come 
anyway. If it comes a little sooner, 
it will serve to bring part of the 
post-war planning, that we may ex- 
pect eventually, home to us earlier. 

What Lord Halifax proposed had 
already been developed more fully 
by Prime Ministers Sinuts of South 
Africa and Curtin of Australia. The 
greater unity among the nations of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, working together as one 
great power towards world peace 
and harmony, could be wonderful 
beyond description; properly hand- 
led, and divorced from mere "Brit- 
hh Imperlali8m,^s;itjmlght become 
the greatest 'single' force in world 
reconstruction, because of its pecu- 
liar unity in diversity.

The Daily Califomian, under- 
graduate paper of the University 
of California, defends the co-ed 
who continues her studies In a 
world at war by saying in part: 
"While others are working and 
fighting, the w,omen who choose 



the course of continuing to seek a 
liberal education must accept the 
responsibility of learning and un 
derstanding. They must sincerely 
strive to acquire the background 
knowledge that will be needed 
when the time comes to build the 
peace. 

"They must remain apart from 
the hatreds of war. Theirs is a 
haven of refuge from blood and 
sweat, but the function of this 
haven Is not to enable a group of 
young women to live comfortably 
while their brothers and sisters arc 
fighting and working. Its function 
is to turn out people who will be 
ready to carry on the cultural 
values of our civilization; to guar- 
antee that there will be no bank 
ruptcy of informed, educated opin 
ion after the war and in the years 
to come, to guarantee that this 
generation will suffer the least 
possible handicap In carrying out 
lu^futitfeiresponslblllties because 
its'*edùcâtlon was cut short by' a 
world conflagration."

Manner of Introduction 
Mr. King, however, would appear 
to have taken exception to the man- 
ner in which Lord Halifax had his 
idea introduced, as the necessary 
outcome of the tics of British 
Blood which bind the Empire to- 
gether. That Mr. King rightly saw, 
is dangerous, perniciously; danger- 
ous, in that it sets up, almost 'auto- 
matically, a holler than thou atti- 
tude which will lead us to isola- 
tionism and balance of power poli- 
tics once again. 

Mr. King's alternative, that of 
closer co-operation among all the 
great powers after this war, is that 
of a practical idealist. No one better 
than he is able to estimate the facil- 
ity which nations and goyemraents 
can show, in time of peace, in drift- 
ing along from one lethargic state of 
isolationism to the next There is a 
good deal of truth in what he says 
of the danger Inherent In the Com- 
monwealth plan. 

On the other side, however, cer- 
tain things have yet to be stated, at 
least clearly and distinctly. The 
chief danger which will besel.hiter- 
national politics after this war will 
be the possibility of such a great 
world power as the United States 
reverting its p<etcnt world- 
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Besides - tha> above .reasons - why 
we cannot have a co-operative, 
whether cafeteria or bookstore, 
there are reasons why we should 
not have one at the present time. 
I do not imagine that all of the $19,- 
000 of the Students' Society is lying 
in the form ot paper notes in the 
coffers of some bank. It either is or 
should be, largely in the forin^of 
investments, notably War 'Bonds'',' 
except for an emergency reserve, 
which we should not want to spend 
on a bookstore, just as we should 
not want to withdraw investments 
at the present time. 

Moreover, there has been In the 
past a campaign against unneces- 
sary spending in wartime; there 
have also been restrictions upon the 
establishment of a new business 
concerns. These are other factors 
which ought to be. considered. 

And, at the* expense ot being un- 
duly reiterative, I should like to 
point out again that the idea of a 
co-operative Is a good one, and has 
been consistently for the past sever- 
al years. Committees such as have 
been suggested have been set up, 
and candidates have promised faith- 
fully to establish co-operatives, but 
nothing has eventuated. 'Why?

Sir. 

Wednesday this column held an 
answer to my discussion of the dlf 
ficulties that stand in the- way of 
establishing a co-op^tlve enter- 
prise at McGIll. I should like to 
add a few comments to what I.have 
already written. 

I maintain that wc can't have a 
co-operative because we have no 
place for it Wc cannot use a 
University Btillding as ^ I have 
stressed before; ;and the expense of 
renting premises' In the high-rental 
section which surrounds the Cam 
pus would, be foolish when we con 
sider that the money would be 
spent on a liability useful only in 
the fall and the new year to any 
appreciable extent since those are 
the only times that books are gen- 
erally required. 

Financial considerations prevent 
us from having any such establish 
ment ■ I did not mention this in my 
former letter because I am not so 
certain of It as I was of my earlier 
information, but I believe that the 
proposed committee will find that 
the cost ot any such enterprise will 
be over double the five thousand 
dollars estimated. If he who an 
swered my letter had stopped to 
consider the bills for rental, adapta 
tion, and stock, the comparatively 
small turnover, and the difficulty of 
procuring new texts at the present 
time, the taxes to be paid, and the 
contacts to be made, he would not 
shout in capital letters in the Let- 
ter Forum that he Ays that we can 
have a co-operative book store next 
fall.
